NATIONAL PSYChOSURGERY FOE TO SPLAK AT GWU 

WASHINGTON, D.C. --How great a threat is psychosurgery to basic 
human rights? 

Dr. Peter R. Breggin, leader of a national anti-psychosurgery 
campaign, will address this question in a review of recent events in 
the behavior modification controversy Saturday, April 7, at an educa¬ 
tion conference at the George Wasuington University. 

Dr. Breggin, research psychiatrist and director of the Project 
to Examine Psychiatric Technology at the Washington, D.C., School of 
Psychiatry, will discuss bcnavior modification in general as ’a means 
of oppression, current uses of behavior modification techniques in 
Maryland schools, and recent events in the psychosurgery debate in 
Virginia, Michigan, Oregon, and on Capitol Hill. 

The one-day conference on "New approaches to Solving Learning 
Problems" is sponsored by the Education Alumni Association of the 
GWU School of Education and will be open to the public. 

Dr. Breggin's address will be one of several in the program at 
10 a.m. in the ballroom of the University's Marvin Center, 800 21st 
Street, N.W.

LIBERALS CITED AS APATHETIC ABOUT PSYCHOSURGERY 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- A key figure in a national 
anti-psychosurgery campaign said today that the "liberal 
establishment" is motionless in the fight against lobotomy 
and other brain surgery to control behavior. 

"The establishment...the Eastern, intellectual, 
liberal establishment, is still pushing like crazy for the 
therapeutic state," Dr. Peter R. Breggin said at an 
education conference at The George Washington University. 

Dr. Breggin, research psychiatrist and director of 
the Project to Examine Psychiatric Technology at the 
Washington, D.C. , School of Psychiatry, was a speaker at 
a conference on "New Approaches to Solving Learning 
Problems" sponsored by the Education Alumni Association of 
the GWU School of Education. 

"I've been discovering that the great liberal tradition 
is not the one that's going to fight lobotomy and psycho¬ 
surgery, that (Sen.) Ted Kennedy isn't going to come up with

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any legislation against it, that (Sen.) Hubert Humphrey 
just holds his stomach when you tell him about it," said 
Dr. Breggin. 

"And (Sen.) McGovern has been approached by multiple 
women on the issue of psychosurgery," 

Dr. Breggin said the battle against psychosurgery 
apparently will be waged by the political left and right 
and by some "moderates" like Rep. J. Glenn Beall, Jr. 
(R-Md.), who has introduced legislation against federal 
funding for such surgery. 

Dr. Breggin, who criticizes all forms of behavior 
modification as "oppressive," testified this week in 
hearings on a Wayne County, Michigan, case examining the 
ethical questions of performing psychosurgery on persons 
involuntarily confined to a mental hospital. 

A Michigan mental hospital patient of 18 years who 
had been scheduled for psychosurgery and for whom the case 
was brought is scheduled for release April 9, 1973, as a 
result of the case.

JOINT GWU -HAMPTON INSTITUTE ENGINEERING PROGRAM ANNOUNCED 

WASHINGTON, D.C, --President Lloyd Elliott of the George Washington 
University and President Roy D. Hudson of the Hampton Institute today 
(Saturday, April 29) jointly announced the establishment of a five-year 
dual-degree program in engineering. 

This new program will supplement GW's present on-going four-year and 
accelerated three-year engineering degree programs. 

Under the terms of the agreement, signed during ceremonies earlier 
this week in President Elliott's office, students attending Hampton will be 
offered a program consisting of three years of study in pre-engineering 
courses at Hampton, followed by two years of engineering specialization at 
GW. Upon successful completion of the program, the students will receive 
B.S. degrees from both schools. An exchange of faculty is also anticipated. 

Representing Mayor Walter Washington at the signing ceremony was 
William Rumsey, Director of the Department of Education of the District of 
Columbia Department of Human Resources. 

The unique arrangement is the result of several months of planning by 
a committee composed of representatives from both institutions, according to 
Dean Harold Liebowitz of George Washington University School of Engineering 
and Applied Sciences. The program, for which recruitment is already underway, 
will begin next fall. 
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
